THE IMPERIAL 


JALLEY 


Its Great Growth and 


Development in Five 


Years. 


Probably the finest large tract of 


laud iu the Southwest is Imperial 
valley. 
In rotmd numbers, about 40 


miles 
square, 
extending from the 


main line of the Southern Pacific 
railroad to the Mexican border. 
The 


soil la a peculiar gilt, deposited by 
the Colorado river, hundreds of feet 
iu depth, 
lu boriug for water at 


Imperial to a depth of COO feet, uo 
other formation \vaa encountered but 
just the same silt that is on the sur- 
face. 
The deposit varies somewhat 


in hardness, or perhaps iu the amount 
of clay, on the surface. 
The terms 


used to designato the kind of land 
are "soft," "medium," and "hard," 
the hard land probably consisting of 
a greater percentage of clay. 
There 


are almost no deposits of sand like 
in the barrancas and arroyoa of other 
parts of California. 
It appears that 


the soil is inexhaustible and prob- 
ably no fertilizer will be needed for 
many years, perhaps never. 


The land is very well adapted to 


the growing of alfalfa. 
Probably iu 


DO other locality could 
alfalfa be 


grown as cheaply. 
The water supply 


is abundant and cheap and the land 
is easy to irrigate on account of be- 
ing so nearly level; just grade enough 
to make the water run uioely, ahout 
10 feet to the mile. 
It is said that 


a ma.n can irrigate 100 acres a day 
of alfalfa if the land is properly pre- 
pared. 
A crop of alfalfa will mature 


in about four or five weeks after irri- 
gation; some have cut as high as ten 
times a year. 
Au acre will produce 


about a ton at a cutting, very fre- 
quently more. 
The irrigating water 


coats about two dollars a year per 
acre. 
A water right is estimated 
t<> 


furnish that amount of water yearly 
that would cover the land four feet 
deep with water, or about five inches 
continuous flow to he acre. 
So far 


the farmers have found it necessary 
to use only about one-half of the 
water that the water right would en- 
title them to. 


It costs from three to six dollars 


per acre to prepare and plant an acre 
in alfalfa, depending on the amount 
of leveling to be done prior to plant- 
ing. 
There are .some places for sale 


where the profit on two years' crops 
would pay the purchase price. 
And 


many cases are cited where one year's 
crop has paid for the land. 


The branch line of the Southern 


Pacific running from Imperial Junc- 
tion to Cnlexico, runs about the cen- 
ter of the vallev, and on this line is 
located 
the 
thriving 
villages 
of 


Brawley, Imperial, El Ceutro, lieber 
and Calexico. 


The lands are higher in price near 


the railroad, ranging from DO to 100 
dollars 
per acre, 
improved, with 


water. 
At a distance of eight to ten 


miles away from the railroad, laud 
can 
yet be secured at a nominal 


llgore above the water right. 
The 


water right costs ahout twenty-live 
dollars per acre, one-fourth 
payable 


cash. 


A large number of tenant farmers 


ate scattered over the valley. 
Im 


proved land stocked and fenced rents 
for one-half the income, which makes 
a good tiling fur the tenant. 
There 


is quite u demand for good, reliable 
tenant farmers that have had some 
experience in farming in the valley. 
Land owners are a little shy of con- 
tracting tu rent to wholly inexperi- 
enced men. 


The general health of the people 


i& good. 
Irrigating the land does 


not make the climate malarious, us 
some feared 
when the 
proposition

Fni about eight months in 


the year the climate \.-i unsurpassed UN 
far as heat and culd is concerned. 
Slightly inure w i n d y than in some of

"inside" California," but free from 
tornadoes or damaging storms. 
Dur- 


ing the months of .June, July, August 
and one-half of September, the ther- 
uiomefer is liable to j u m p to 110 or 
more and range around there for a 
few days at a time. 
However, the 


nights are comparatively cool and re- 
freshii.g, us iei the case over most of 
California. 
The earlier settlers, who 


had the good fortune to stay on their 
tilings are now p i e t t y well on 
fatrfcfct.

The same proposition that was up to 
the early settler is up to the present

the 


older settled localities now enjoy. 


Imperial valley is now the third 


shipping point 
in tonnage on the 


Southern 
Pacific line in Southern 


California, following after Los Au- 
geles and Sau Pedro. 
This speaks 


well lor a settlement substantially 
about five years old. 


A large percentage of the farmers 


raieirjg alfalfa claim that better re- 
turns cau bo had by feeding stock ou 
the land than by shipping the pro- 
duce. 
There are several creameries 


in 
the valley that furnish a cash 


market for milk, with butter about 
forty cents per pound. 
Stock cattle 


aud 
hogs 
also 
thrive as well as 


anywhere else. 


Another peculiar feature of the Im- 


perial land is that it does not seem 
to be necessary to leave the land rest 
after taking off one crop before put- 
ting on another, but the land seems 
to do better if one crop follows an- 
other as soon as the land can be pro 
pared. 
After maturing any farm 


crop if something else isnVt planted 
one is liable to have a crop of wends 
whinh would cost about as much to 
clean off as it would to plant some 
useful crop. 
They find that barley 


cau be followed by corn planted iu 
July and leave the land iu better 
shape for next year's planting than 
if it were left to be idle. 
And those 


cantaloupe farmers who planted corn 
after their cantaloupe crop was har- 
vested iu June have now beautiful 
fields, while those who let the land 
lie idle have pig weeds galore. 


The great Saltou Sea. lying in the 


lowest part of the valley, the surface 
of which is about two hundred 
ffi 


below sea level, which is about forty 
miles long and twenty miles wide, is 
slightly receding, the surface of the 
water having gone down about five 
foct since the break in the intake was 
repaired. 
The sea is now fed by the 


surplus waste water that ruus down 
New river and the 
Alamo. 
The 


water is nice and clear, 
contains 


many flsb and is fine for boating. In 
the middle of this sea the water is 
said to still be seventy-five feet deep. 
Covering as it does the immense salt 
bed at, the lowest point in the basin, 
it improves the looks of the country 
very much. 
And rather a pity it, 


couldn't be kept at its present level 
and made it pleasure resort. 
As fine 


a body of water as that, located in 
"inside California" would have all 
kinds of swell hotels and summer 
residences. 


Nearly all the irrigated loud in 


the valley is below sea level. Com- 
mencing at Calexico on the Mexican 
border,

wards the north u n t i l Salton Sea is 
reached, 
Calexico being about on 


sea level, IJrawley being about <mo 
bundled and twenty foet below sea 
level and the surface of SaHeu Sea

HISTORY IN 


Soldier's Diary Tells of 


"Marching Through 


Georgia." 


The diary of an old soldier, who 


participated 
in Sherman's 
famous 


march to tbe sea, comes to light, nn.l 
the 
first installment was 
printed 


in last week's Argus, October 10. 
Tbe diary is one bent by J. S. Eckles, 
and continues as follows: 


November 16th, 
18G4, — Tlio city 


was still burning when [we awoke, 
t»nd part of it was a little premature. 
Some unruly soldiers or citizens had 
set lire in the quarter of the city 
near our commissary, and all 
efforts 


to save it were unsuccessful. 
Tbe 


soldiers saved some bread aud meat, 
and scattered it among the companies 
without regard to. ceremony. 
The 


other corps had already been supplied. 
We were told by our officers that, 
in couseqtnce of this accident, our 
project was well-nigh abandoned, but 
by going on short rations, we could 
proceed. 
So we were ordered to 


make three days' rations do for five, 
and we started. 
At nine o'clock, to 


the t'nne of "Gay 
aud Happy," we 


were 
on 
the 
road 
toward Stone 


Mountain. 
The different corps had 


orders to be ready to move on differ- 
ent roads at 7 o'clock each morniug, 
and were to travel an average of fif- 
teen miles a day, going fast or slow at 
the option of tbe corps commander. 
Our corps, tbe 14th, commanded by 
Jefferson 
C. Davis, marches mod- 


erately, resting about every two miles. 
We are cut abort on our dinner now 
till further orders. 
A little after 


dark we stopped for the nigbt near 
the Augusta railroad, having made 
sixteen miles. 
Stone mountain was 


in sight on the north. 
This is a 


great bald rock, many hundred feet 
bigb and in a very queer looking 
sight. 
We are so used to sublime 


scenery of all kinds tbat it calls 
forth very little comment. 


Nov. 
17th. — After 
a 
pleasant 


night's sleep on our downy beds of 
newf alien leaves, we arose aud were 
ready to move at dawn. 
Tbe roads 


in this region, as in various parts of 
the South, 
appear like red belts 


across tbe 
land. 
The clay is a 


beautiful 
light, red, 
mixed 
with 


crushed mica. 


Who ever heard of beautiful mud? 


Yet this mud, wben about half clry, 
is not unpleasant to tbe sight. 
Tbe 


roads are in good condition and tbe 
weather is delightful. 
Surely Provi- 


dence is favoring Sherman highly. 
Tbe sight of a moving army is in- 
spiring. 
There is a charm about an 


army that will bold men iu the very 
face of death. 
To describe our ap- 


pea* •• ii.ie on this march, with only 
one v, ;.^ou to a regiment, would be 
beyond my powers. 
Pack mules and 


horses arc now the order, aud each 
regiment has oue or two of the un- 
sightliest brutes that were ever able 
to keep moving. " Oxen aud cows can 
niso be seen with budgets of blankets 
strapped on their horns and backs. 
Even the dogs wbioh bave been made 
homeless by the rebellion, and bavo 
volunteered to follow the army, are 
carryiug packs, and are thus made to 
perform their part in restoring tbo 
nation. 


This forenoon wo passed through 


a village called Lltunia, and later in 
tbo day, arrived at Connor's Station, 
where we commenced tearing up the 
track again. 
Our regiment took up 


1,200 feet and heated the middles of 
tbe mils, while the Michigan me- 
chanics followed 
up 
and 
twisted 


them, rendering t.hem entirely vise- 
less. 
Toward 
< evening wo again 
ad- 


vanced about t j o mi lea and camped 
for the night, 
We are now in a 


very beautiful and 
fertile country, 


and of course forage is plenty. Each 
man 
carries twice as much as he 


needs, and the sboftitesH 
of Uncle 


Ham's rations is not felt. 
The last 


village we passed through was in- 
habited, aud our general placed a 
guard at each door. 
Here we saw 


many smiling faces, and they were 
not Mark faces either. 
We hope to 


nee many more such faces in Central 
fleorgia. 
We die now distant from

I to do so. 
Today an officer wns k i l l - 


ed and a private wounded by these 
cowardly copperheads, who have not 
the courage to meet us in the rnnks. 


Foragers are out daily for meat, 


breadstuff and sundries, with orders 
not to break into dwellings, or to 
offer any insult to citizens. 
It is a 


pity that such orders are necessary to 
patriot troops, yet experience shows 
tbat in the army, as in all groat 
crowds, there are rowdies and thieves. 


In addition to our previous pictur- 


esque appearance, them is now an- 
other feature. 
I mean the "ooutra- 


brands" who are flocking to "Massa 
Sherman, the fiend Mau." 
Our or- 


ders are to take all able-bodied blacks 
aud shades in tow, and some of them, 
if permitted, bring their wives and 
picknninies.

support, which never would have been required had 
proper attention on the part of manufacturers, dealers 
and the general public been accorded this important 
item of shoemaking, comfort and health. 
Shoes are 


being built larger, flatter, and we bclive that this 
tendency is only in its inception. 
Designers and man- 


ufacturers of shoes have accomplished untold damage 
with narrow heel seats and narrow bottoms until 
those styles have gone out, or, to speak more correctly 
are going out. 
Shoe shapes which are practical from 


the standpoint of comfort and utilitj- cannot be said 
to pass out of style. 
It is only the razor toes, the 


needle toes and similar abortions which are thrown 
permanently in the junk pile never to be resuscitat.
